The letters which have been decided 
ipon have been addressed to the secre- 
tary of war, the quartermaster gener- 
al, the commissary general, the sur- 
geon general and the chief of the ord- 
nance department of the army. They 
will consist in the main of inquiries in 
tended to bring out all the facts that 
be given relative to the organiza- 
tion of the volunteer army. These of- 
lals will be asked to give specific 
information so as to cover each of the 
departments in question, concerning 
condition of the army both at 
the beginning and the close of the 
war. I'or this purpose a date in April 
has been selected as the one for the be- 
ginning of the preparation and anoth 
er in August for the close. 

The questions are so formulated as 
to call out answers covering the or- 
ganization of camps, the purchase of 
supplies and the making of contracts 
ith transportation companies, and 
also to show the methods adopted for 
furnishing supplies to the various 
lands and for protecting the 
health of the soldiers. There will be 
an especial effort to develop the mo- 
tives that actuated the department in 
the choice of camp sites, as there have 
been charges to the effect that they 
located as a matter of favoritism 
to railroad companies. 

The commission also considered sev- 
eral letters of complaint from persons 
professing to have information bear- 
ing upon the subject of investigation, 
and decided to address replies to the 
writer of each of them, requesting 
each of them to put their charges 
in specific shape and informing them 
of the scope of the inquiry.
